CAIRO, Egypt, June 8.—FEight 
of the men convicted of participa-

tenced to death. The chauffeur, 
Mahmud Saleh, who drive the car 
in which the assassins escaped, 
was sentenced to two years’ im- 
prisonment. 

After the sentences were read 
some of the prisoners were re- 
moved from the dock struggling 
and shrieking. 

An ex-convict, Neugib Helbawi, 
who was the chief agent -employed 
by the police in investigating the 
murder of the sirdar and who wags 
mainly responsible for the euccess 
of the police inquiry, has received 
a reward of 10,000 Egyptian pounds 
(about $49,400) which the Gov- 
ernment offered for the apprehen- 
sion of the murderers.
